JERUSALEM — The future of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the Holy 
Land is threatened not directly by the 
current unrest, but by the immigration 
of educated Christians looking for jobs 
and a more prosperous, just and 
peaceful existence, the new Latin-rite 
Patriarch of Jerusalem told the Southern 
Cross recently. : 

Patriarch Michel Sabbah, 54, a 
Palestine-born Arab priest who was 
ordained to the episcopacy and 
installed by Pope John Paul II Jan. 6 at 
the Vatican, said in an exclusive 
Southern Cross interview in his office in 
the old walled city of Jerusalem the 
‘*future of the church is at stake. 

“We can’t guarantee that the 
Christian world will always be 
represented in the Holy Land,’’ he 
said. 

“People are going to the states and 
elsewhere trying to escape from the 
minority situation,’’ he added. 

‘The political situation affects the 
economic situation’’ of Palestinian 
Arabs, the patriarch said. 

In Israel, of the more than 4 million 
citizens, 625,000 are Arabs, some 
95,000 of which are Christians (about 
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ee care fi facilities.

DPC hears 
challengeto 


help people 
with AIDS

ESCONDIDO — The Diocesan 
Pastoral Council Feb. 13 heard Bishop 
Leo T. Maher call on Catholics to protect 
the rights of people with AIDS while 
promoting instruction on sexual morality 
at a meeting which~ focused on the 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome. 

The DPC members, meeting at 
Resurrection parish hall in Escondido, 
also heard a.San Diego County health 
official and a Catholic priest in AIDS 
ministry .agree that a top priority 
regarding AIDS is education to clear up 
the myths that lead to fear and 
discrimination. 

The Diocesan Pastoral Council, the 
grassroots advisory body to the bishop, is 
comprised of lay, Religious and clergy 
representatives from all: areas of the 
diocese. 

Bishop Maher announced the good 
cooperation that exists between the 
diocese and San Diego city and county 
health authorities regarding Josue House, 
the home-care facility the diocese is 
operating for people with AIDS. 

The bishop briefed the DPC members 
on guidelines proposed by the California 
bishops in January regarding legislation 
concerning AIDS and AIDS-related 
complex to protect the rights of people 
with the disease. 

He lauded the City of San Diego for 
passing legislation in accordance with the 
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Coalition wants extension of legalization deadline

ALCALA PARK — A coalition of immigrants’ rights 
groups claims the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service has not disseminated sufficient information about 
the: legalization program, whose deadline is’ rapidly 
approaching. 

The coalition wants Congress to extend the registration 
cutoff date for the legalization program — now set for 
May 4 — and seeks an accounting of government funds 
allocated for outreach programs. 

Over $17 million was allocated for outreach programs 
nationwide, according to Carol Hallstrom of the San 
Diego Immigration Law Coalition. The coalition is made 


.up of 21 non-profit agencies — including Catholic 


Community Services’ Resettlement and Immigration 
Office — working to assist undocumented aliens in 
obtaining legal status under the Immigration Reform and 
Control Act of 1986. 

However, few, if any, announcements about the 
immigration act have been broadcast on local television or 
radio stations, in English or Spanish, Hallstrom said. 


She said May 4 is the deadline for persons seeking to 
qualify under the non-agriculture portion of the 
immigration act. This section permits people who have 
lived continuously in the United States since Jan. 1, 1982, 
to qualify for legal residence. 

According to INS figures, about 45,000 people have 
applied for residency status since last May when the 
program began. | 

However, the Population Research Unit, a branch of 
the California State Department of Finance, had 
predicted that 89,000 were eligible for legalization, 
Hallstrom said: 

The Immigration Law Coalition attributes the lower- 
than-expected turnout to the lack of a public information 
campaign, Hallstrom said. 

Gwen Plank, director of the CCS Resettlement and 
Immigration Office, noted that many people failed to 
apply because of misinformation about the program. 

“People on public assistance are not necessarily 


ineligible. ... If you’ve been out of the country, you may 
still qualify,’’ Plank said, citing some common 
misconceptions. 


Plank said immigrants’ rights groups want Congress to 
approve a bill that will extend the registration deadline for 
one year. ‘‘We’re asking for this because of (last year’s) slow 
start-up date and because of the changes that have 
occurred.”’ 

Hallstrom said the coalition has offered to work with 
the INS in developing an outreach plan. 

With less than three months remaining to register, 
Plank said immigrants’ rights groups are encouraging 
undocumented aliens to apply for legalization. 

She said CCS legalization offices have registered about 
1,000 applicants monthly over the last nine months. She 
added that CCS’ initial registration projection was 
15,000. 

The CCS immigration office and the INS will join to 
register and process undocumented aliens for the 
legalization program at two North County sites this 
month, Plank said. Registration will take place Feb. 21 at 
Mission San Luis Rey and Feb. 28 at a park in San 
Marcos.

Gloria Melville, an art show 
coordinator, said of most interest will be 
artworks from a private collection whose 
owner wishes to remain anonymous.

The collector, who resides in La Jolla, 


has a variety of paintings and sculptures 
dating from the 16th century, Melville 
explained.

The 40-inch-tall piece 
illustrates Genesis 3:14-15, showing 
Mary anxiously watching the child Jesus 
crush the serpent as a symbol of 
redemption from_ original sin. 


The Marian Year began on Pentecost 
Sunday 1987 and will conclude Aug. 15, 
the feast of Mary’s bodily assumption 
into heaven.

Responsible Parenthood 
director has stepped down

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘Working as director 
of Responsible Parenthood provided me 
with a place (to) grow spiritually,’ said 
Nancy Brown, who recently resigned her 
position at Catholic Community Services. 

Brown had been director of the 
Responsible Parenthood program since 
1979, the second director of the program 
that was established in 1972. 

The program, which provides 
information about natural family 
planning, is open to married and engaged 
couples of all denominations, Brown said. 
For the most part ‘‘educated and 
professional women seem to flock to NFP. 
I suspect it is due to feelings of higher 
self-esteem.”’ 

Brown explained NFP means ‘‘the 
couple does not take anything, wear 
anything or have anything done to alter 
the natural pattern of fertility in order to 
plan or prevent a pregnancy.”’ 

Responsible Parenthood offers three 
methods of natural family planning. The 
Sympto-Thermal Method, the 
Temperature Method and Billings 
Ovulation Method are available, Brown 
said, 

As director, Brown’s responsibilities 
included administration of the program, 
public relations, training and oversight of 
the instructors and speaking at pre- 
m@&riage conferences. 

To insure that Natural Family 
Planning clients understood the method, 
Brown also conducted follow-up 
couns..... over the phone. 


Most rewarding for Brown was

watching the spiritual growth of 
participants, ‘‘especially of Catholics who 
live and grow in the teachings of the 
church.”’ 

Brown is now teaching political science 
at three local colleges. 

She said she ‘‘would like to work for the 
diocese again, but where my abilities can 
be fully utilized,’’ noting that she holds a 
master’s degree in political science. 

Director of Family Life Programs, 
Father Daniel Polizzi said, ‘‘Nancy has 
done an excellent job here. Basically, she 
has developed the program into a very 
intricate ministry and has established the * 
program very well throughout w the = 
diocese.’’

Dangerous path we 
tread 


Father Michael Garnett is a missionary in Peru. He recently 
journeyed to a remote spot in the Andes to visit his flock. But 
what a journey, which he compared to the journey to Bethlehem. 
Here are his words extracted from his own story in the ‘“Tablet”’ 
of London: 

‘‘A guide was found and we set off on what was to prove one of 
the most dangerous and nerve-wracking walks I have ever taken, 
along precipitious paths through densely tangled vegetation. It 
was a kind of existentalist nightmare. 

“‘After hours of frightening exertion we reached a tree we had 
seen on the horizon. There was a house a couple of hundred 
yards away, in which we were received with great kindness. I like 
to think that whoever it was who granted Mary and Joseph a 
corner in their stable was as kind as these people were to us.”’ 

Father Garnett reflects: ‘‘Surely there must exist this difficult 
and even dangerous path between the chaotic and corrupt society 
in which we are living and the chillingly horrifying one that the 
subversive movements would like to impose upon us. I have no 
illusions: to see this path is to seek a way of the cross.’’ 

Father Garnett says that Cardinal Newman’s ‘‘Lead Kindly 
Light’’ has a special significance for him. . . one step at a time.

Ukraine church 
still repressed 
by Soviet rule 


In this great country of ours, whose citizens have roots 
in all parts of the world, we have fashioned a national 
ethic in defense of freedom everywhere. 

We have progressed slightly in the last year in our 
discussion of human rights with the Soviet Union. 
Recently, we have come to engage the Soviet Union in 
direct talks on human rights issues. 

While noting progress in some areas of Soviet life, we 
must also note the failure of movement in others. 
Recognition of Ukrainian culture is one area in which not 
a great deal of progress has been registered so far, nor is it 


likely to be registered for some time to.come, because 
there is no issue on which the Soviet Union is as neuralgic 
as it is on the nationalities issue. 

Home to nearly 50 million people, Ukraine is known as 
the ‘‘breadbasket of Europe’’ for its natural fertility and 
wheat production. This, in conjunction with its strategic 
bordering of the Soviet’s satellite countries and the Black 
Sea, makes Ukraine a valuable asset. It is for this reason 
that, among the various nationality issues, the assertion of 
Ukrainian identity looms large. 

It is in this context that we must view the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church. As reported in a January 1987 United 
States State Department report, no institution has 
suffered more than the Ukranian Catholic Church in the 
Soviet Union’s campaign to eliminate religion, or failing 
that, to utilize it for purposes of the state. 

As the report notes: ‘‘Claiming the devotion of millions 
in Western Ukraine, the church — leaders and laity alike 
— has been systematically repressed by Soviet rule. 

The question of the Ukrainian Catholic Church has 


‘been raised with Soviet representatives on a number of 


occasions. The point that the Soviets make is that the 
ritual in Eastern-rite Catholic churches and in Orthodox 
churches is practically the same, making it unnecessary 
for there to be a separate Ukrainian Catholic Church. If 
Ukrainian Catholics look for leadership to Rome, they 
should be allowed to do so. 

As part of the Soviet Union’s new openness, Soviet 
authorities claim that they will follow precisely the law 
which allows any 20 citizens who would like to form a 
congregation to do so and then qualify for a house of 
worship. 

When asked what would happen if 20 persons in some 
community in Western Ukraine were to get together, 
petition for allocation of a house of worship, and once 
they obtained it, would follow the Eastern-rite Catholic 
ritual and make it clear that they were looking to the 
Roman pope for spiritual guidance, the Soviets claim this 
to be a matter between the people directly concerned and 
the Russian Orthodox Church and that the Soviet 
authorities would not get in the middle. 

Earlier this year, it looked as if there would be some 
relaxation in the rigid rules which limit the free exercise of 
religion in the Soviet Union. 


More recently, however, it has appeared less and less 
likely that major changes would be taking place in the 
Soviet Union in the treatment of religious believers. 


But even if the trend continues toward greater openness 
in the area of religion, it is unlikely that the Ukrainian 
Catholic Church would benefit from this trend at this 
time. For the issue posed by the Ukrainian Catholic 
Church to the Soviets is not only a religious issue but also 
an issue of national identificiation. 

The concern about the Ukrainian Catholic Church is 
that it is Ukrainian as well as Catholic. The nationalities 
issue is one that worries the Soviets a great deal, and the 
Ukrainian nationality issue is one that troubles them very 
seriously. 

The United States must and shall continue to speak up 
and press the proposition that Ukrainians, like all other 
nationality groups in the Soviet Union, should be able to 
exercise all the rights set forth in the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, including the rights to 
freedom of expression and freedom of religion. 

Our task is to monitor developments in the Soviet 
Union, to check whether the rights just mentioned are 
respected and if they are not, to point out all violations, to 
make sure that the Soviet authorities are aware that these 
violations do not go unnoticed and to make certain that 
the general public in our country and throughout the 
democratic world is made fully aware of the problems that 
persist.

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Catholic press 


Of all the observances associated with February — the 
San Diego diocesean Stewardship campaign, Black 
History Month, Valentine’s Day, et al — the one that 
perhaps is least known in the church is Catholic Press 
Month. 

Southern Cross, your representative in the Catholic press, 
is one of 156 diocesan newspapers and more than 570 
Catholic publications in the United States, all designed to 
support you in living out your Catholic faith. 

Do I dare pose the question of what should be the role 
of a Catholic newspaper? If each of you in those more 
than 18,000 homes in San Diego and Imperial counties 
who receive the paper weekly responded, I supppose we 
would have more than 36,000 different answers. We all 
have our opinions and are entitled to them. 

From letters to the editor and verbal comments I have 
received while working on three diocesan newspapers in 
the last 15 years, one impression I continually get from 
some readers is that the Catholic newspaper is something 
that should print only things that they agree -with — an 
impossible task. 

Those readers seem to expect a diversity of opinions 
and controversial issues to be aired and reported on in a 
secular newspaper but not in their Catholic paper. 

The Vatican II Decree on the Instruments of Social 
Communications states that a Catholic publication should 
“‘form, strengthen and spread public views which are in 
harmony with the natural law and with Catholic teachings 
and precepts.’’ It should ‘‘publicize and correctly 
interpret facts which pertain to the life of the church. The 
faithful should be advised of the necessity of reading and 
circulating the Catholic press if they are to make 


Worried about 


This week, an elderly priest in Philadelphia wrote me 
concerning my regular monthly articles in The Priest 
magazine. He bemoaned the fact the liberal priests have 
become so firmly entrenched in the American parishes 
that even all the conservative bishops being appointed by 
the pope can never restore the balance. 

Now, one has to be suspicious of any such general use 
of labels like ‘‘liberal’’? and ‘‘conservative’’ whether 
applied to priests or laity. Both concepts are honorable in 
themselves, and most people are actually a blend of both. 

To call bishops conservative is actually part of their job 
description and, indeed, a very vital part of their 
vocation. It is their duty to conserve, to preserve, hand 


on, the truths of the faith from one generation to the next. 


As a matter of fact, most of the bishops I know 
personally perform this part of their office with a real 
liberal, ‘‘generous,’’ charitable manner. 

On the other hand, a truly Catholic university has to be 
an open and welcoming forum for all ideas, ready and 
willing, even anxious, to examine them in the light of 
Catholic truth. 

One has to distrust anyone who is conservative just for 
the sake of being conservative, or liberal just because they 
are told something is a liberal position. 

Have you noticed, for instance, the ultra liberals who 
are so vocal for animal rights, also stand for abortion and 
euthanasia? Don’t experiment with rats, but kill off 
budding human life, or experiment with it! 

Now in the course of the four-page letter from my priest 
correspondent, he stated that the people are leaving the 
church in droves. It’s a regular flood, he decried, and the 
dike is broken beyond repair. 

Now, maybe that’s true in some of the cities in the 
Northeast where there is a general population drain, but 
it is strange to judge the quality of Catholic life by the 
quantity of Catholics. 

A small but zealous parish, with people striving to 
become better Christians, is much more preferable, to 
me, than a huge parish that tries an assembly-line 
spirituality. Is the number of Holy Communions 
distributed at Easter a genuine mark of holiness? 

The long lines of penitents waiting to be shriven by a 
harried priest on a busy Saturday are not in the same

league with the present discipline which covers a lesser 
number of confessions but allows ample time for each one 
to make a fervent confession and receive spiritual advice. 

The Philadelphia clergyman cites as proof of his 
contention that the number of priestly vocations has 
declined so notably. He overlooks the fact that the church 
in the United States has never been able to supply all the 
priests it has needed. We have been dependent on 
Ireland, Spain, Mexico, the Philippines, Germany and 
France to make up the numbers. 

There are other facets of this, too. The fact that families 
are smaller today has certainly affected this area. When 
families of ten were common, mother and dad 
encouraged some of their children to turn to the church. 
Now with families of two and three being common, 
parents are apt to look to their children to provide them 
with their grandchildren. 

Other questions, such as celibacy and women in clergy, 
also add to the aura of incertitude, as well as the general 
wariness of making long-term commitments. Indeed, in 
college today, young adults have a hard time making a 
commitment to a major field. 

As a matter of fact, the large number of laity engaging 
in the various church ministries is most encouraging. This 
could well be the work of the Holy Spirit, a genuine sign 
of the times. 

In my part-of San Diego, there were only two parishes 
less than 20 years ago. Now there are eight parishes, and 
we could use two more yesterday, and two more 
tomorrow! 

Anyone who is worried about the future of the Catholic 
Church forgets that her founder promised the Spirit of 
Truth to be with it all days, even to the end of time. 

Its external form has changed in the past and will 
change in the future, but the church will always remain, 
with Christ as the head and the visible mark of unity in 
the pope, the successor of St. Peter.

EL CENTRO — Clients in Imperial 
Valley’s long-term care facilities have 
won new advocates since Catholic 
Community Services here began last 
month to participate in a state-funded 
ombudsman program. 

The office received funds for the 
program after it submitted a proposal 
which was accepted by the California 
Department of Aging, according to Dr. 
Gustave Ehrentraut, director of CCS’s 
Imperial County Services. 

Mandated by federal: and state laws, 
the program calls on local agencies to 
receive, investigate and resolve 
“complaints made by or in behalf of 
residents in long-term care facilities,’’ a 
report on the program stated. 

‘We see that clients receive what they 
pay for,’’ said coordinator Marlene 
Dotson, a registered nurse. 

To ensure this, the coordinator or a 
volunteer spends six hours weekly in each 
of six facilities: three convalescent 
hospitals in Imperial County, one in San 
Diego County and three board-and-care 
residences in the valley. These facilities 
house nearly 600 clients, the coordinator 
said. 

Ombudsmen also deal with complaints 
from residents’ families and from 
administrators and employees in the 
facilities, she added. 

Ombudsmen conduct meetings to 
inform and educate all parties involved 
with long-term care about residents’ legal 
rights, Dotson explained. 


Intensive training has prepared the ~ 


coordinator and volunteers for their roles. 

Dotson said she recently completed a 
three-day seminar in Sacramento and will 
attend a similar one this summer in 
Anaheim. 

In addition, she and the volunteer 
ombudsmen have attended nine three- 
hour sessions on topics such as residents’ 
legal rights and services, the 
demographics of aging, the state mental 
health system and regulations for health 
care facilities. Three volunteers were 
certified through these classes, the 
coordinator said. 

Thus far, most calls to her office have 
come from administrators ‘‘also 
concerned with delivering high quality 
patient care,’’ she said. 

Dotson cited cases in which clients have 
benefited from ombudsmen’s 
intervention.

day notice to be transferred to a San 
Diego facility from one in Imperial Valley 
where he had lived three years. A state 
employee justified the move with a verbal 
explanation that the resident had been 
““ “Smappropriately placed,’ ’’ Dotson 
said. 

The order disturbed the client who 
refused to leave. He knew no other home 
and had no family members in the area, 
the coordinator said. 

She called the office where the order 
originated and cited the requirement to 
order transfers in writing and the ‘‘rights 
of mentally competent clients to be 
involved in the decision’’ regarding their 
place of residence. 

The error was corrected and the client 
permitted to remain indefinitely, Dotson 
said. After hearing the news, ‘‘he grinned 
like a kid at Christmas time,’’ she said. 

The Imperial Valey program has also 
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assisted relatives of clients in long-term 
facilities. The coordinator recently 
alleviated the fears of a client’s daughter 
who mistakenly believed that temporarily 
abstaining from medication was life- 
threatening to her father. 


Dotson believes the program can 
prevent abuses she found in a residence 
for the elderly in the course of her nursing 
career. 


During her noontime visit at the 
facility, she learned that lunch had not 
been served and the men were hungry. 


“*The house was cold and filthy. You 
could write your name in the grease on 
the stove,’’ she said. Dishes displayed the 
menu for the past several days. ‘“The 
rooms were cluttered with dirty laundry 
and delapidated-looking furniture. The 
beds had worn-out mattresses; some had 
no sheets.”’

SAN DIEGO — “AIDS is a disease of a mile of 
tears. You cry a lot,’’ said the mother of an AIDS 
patient who says she is different from the person she 


was two years ago, before she learned that her . 


youngest son had AIDS. : 

She planned the liturgy for people affected with 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome and AIDS- 
related complex, and for their families and friends. She 

_ said she was thrilled by the turnout for the Mass held at 
Christ the King Church Feb. 7. 


“TI didn’t plan the Mass just for (my son). I did it for 


all’? people who have been affected by AIDS, said the 
woman, who prefers to be identified as ‘‘mother,”’ the 
name she used on her Mass announcement cards. 

‘Parents need healing too,’’ she said. ‘‘We’re 
sick.”” 

Churches should have healing services for AIDS 
patients and their parents and friends at least once a 
month, she said. Christ the King will host a healing 
Mass on March 20 at 11 a.m. 

Before she learned her son had AIDS, she was 
healthy and happy, she recalled. Over the last two 
years, however, she has suffered various health 
problems which she attributes to stress. 

“I knew I had to pull myself together because I was 
afraid I would get a terminal illness by breaking down 
my immune system through stress. I’ve seen it happen 
to other moms,”’ 

Although she has been counseled by two therapists, 
she said she was unable to find inner peace until she 
turned to God. 

“‘T had the crazies. ... I used to throw dishes’’ in my 
apartment. ; 

Last October, she attended a Sunday Mass at the 
Benedictine Convent of Perpetual Adoration in San 
Diego and heard Father Nicholas Christiana,

patients and their needs. ‘‘I couldn’t believe ... that I 
was hearing this in a Catholic Church,’’ she said. 

Shortly afterward a friend invited her to a Mass at 
Christ the King Church, where she again heard Father 
Christiana speak. Impressed with the welcome she 
received at the parish, she has been attending Sunday 
Mass at the church ever since. : 

She said she had to accept the reality of her son’s 
disease and surrender herself to God’s will. ‘‘“God has a 
plan for all of us and you can’t change the plan.”’ 

‘The words of the doctor who told her about her son’s 
disease haunt her. ‘‘He said, ‘Your life will never be 
the same again.’ Boy, was that the gospel truth. ... 


AIDS destroys everything it touches.’’ 
While local AIDS support groups have been helpful, 


she found serenity only by turning to God, she said. ‘‘I 
had to realize | was powerless.”’ 

Whom she should tell about her son’s affliction is 
another problem she faces daily. Her son is a 
homosexual and, she explained, “‘you will never 
educate ignorant people.”’ 

She noted that she has received more support from 
strangers than from some members of her own family. 

Nobody in the apartment complex she resides in 
knows about her son. Nor does her employer, because 
she fears she will lose her job. ‘‘I work with children,”’ 
she said. 

She also fears for her son’s well-being. He lives alone 
in an apartment in New York City. 

She said he is lucky because he was chosen to receive 
experimental drugs for AIDS patients. However, 
because he has lesions on his face — which he tries to 
cover with makeup — she is afraid he will be beat up 
some day while riding the subway. 

When news reports about AIDS were first 
published, she worried more about her youngest son 
than her older son, who is also homosexual. ‘‘I had a 


premonition about him ... that he would get it. He’s so 
small,’ she said. 


“‘He’s accepted (the diagnosis) better than me,’ she _ 


said. ‘I’ve never discussed the disease completely with 
him. But I’ve never denied it. 


“I think of him all day. ... [have buried him 10,000 _ 


times,’’ she said. : 

She has journeyed to New York four times over the 
past two years to be with her son. She found the trips 
very draining, however, and has decided to stay away 
for a while. She hopes he will come to San Diego for a 
visit this summer. 

She and her son communicate often with one 


another, exchanging notes regularly and talking on the ~ 


telephone. 

“I find myself staring into space a lot,’’ she said. 
“You become like a robot when your son gets AIDS. 
I’ve become a crying machine.”’

She wishes more money would be allocated for © 


research into the cure and prevention of AIDS. 
‘‘We’re losing so many (talented) people like artists, 
doctors, lawyers.’’ 

She also would like to see more money spent on care 
facilities for AIDS patients. ‘‘Where’s the money for 
AIDS?”’ she asked. 

She questions whether many people understand 
AIDS. “I don’t think people can understand it until it 
hits them’’ personally. 

“IT have learned a lot in the last two years. I’ve 
changed my fears to faith.”’ 

She says the symbol she created for the AIDS Mass 
invitations — showing a candle and a star covering a 
moon — expresses her feelings. The moon is a sign of 
things everlasting; the star represents heaven, 
happiness; the candle represents the light at the end of 
the tunnel, she explained. 

‘“The light at the end of the tunnel is death. God 


heals and makes it better. There’s no more pain,’’ she © 


said.

guidelines. On Feb. 8, the city council 
voted to prohibit the discrimination of 
people with AIDS or AIDS-related 
diseases in housing, employment, 
business affairs and public 
accommodations.

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The ministry to people with AIDS is for 
everyone, if only through prayer, ongoing 
education and giving people the facts that 
dispel the myths that lead to fear and 
discrimination, he said. 

“This is a devastating disease that 
carries a horrible stigma. ... The thing we 
can do today is to bring the compassion 
and love of Jesus to people with AIDS,”’

Audrey Chung, DPC chairperson, 
noted Bishop Maher’s recent statement 
regarding euthanasia and an effort in 
California to get a pro-euthanasia 
initiative on the November ballot.

Euthanasia is the direct taking of life 
and interfering with the natural death 
process, he said. 

He said there are times when 
extraordinary means of life support can 
be withheld from a patient. Bishop 
Maher told DPC members Catholics are 
“obligated to spread the view that 
euthanasia is morally wrong and to know 
when (in accordance with church moral 
teaching) a person can die without 
extraordinary means.”’

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Tijuana heralds arrival 
of Mother Teresa’s nuns

Tijuanans had a special reason to 
celebrate the feast of Our Lady of 
Lourdes Feb. 11 — four of Mother 
Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity arrived 
in the border city to begin their ministry 


_to the poor. 


Three of the Sisters are natives of 
India; the fourth is from Pennsylvania, 
said Dr. Anita Figueredo, Southern 


_ California regional link of co-workers of 


Mother Teresa. 

The Sisters were accompanied on their 
flight from Mexico City by Sister 
Monica, regional superior for Central 
and South America. 

These missionaries usually open new 
houses on feasts of Mary, said Dr. 
William Doyle, a La Jolla physician. 

Figueredo, his wife, had tried for 20 
years to persuade Mother Teresa, a 
personal friend, to send her Sisters to 
Tijuana. Last September a telephone call 
from Sister Monica confirmed the Sisters’ 
ministry in that city. 

They will operate a facility for homeless 
women, to be located not far from the 
Tijuana airport, according to Msgr. 
Sergio de la Cerda, vicar general for the 
Diocese of Tijuana. 

The city honored the Sisters at a Mass 
celebrated by Bishop Emilio Berlie, 
Figueredo said. Father Emilio Chavarin 
of the San Diego Diocesan Tribunal was 
among the concelebrants. 


Patriarch serves Catholics

30,000 of which are Roman Catholics) 
with the remaining being Moslems. In the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip, 1.4 
million Arabs live under Israeli military 


rule. 
Patriarch Sabbah, who serves in the 


similar capacity as an archbishop, is the 
shepherd of 65,000 Latin-rite Catholics in 
Israel or Palestine, including the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, as well as Jordan and 
the Mediterranean island country of 
Cyprus. 

He succeeded Patriarch Giacomo 
Giuseppe Beltritti, 77, an Italian, who 
retired for reasons of age. 

“I was a simple parish priest,’’ when he 
received news of his appointment in 
December, said the patriarch, asmall, thin 
man with a kind and humble demeanor. 

“I was surprised. I was not waiting for 
that (appointment),’’ he smiled. ‘‘Now I 
am starting to get used to it,’’ he said in 
late January. 

“It’s anewstyle oflife. It’s not evenlikea 
bishop elsewhere. It’s like entering an 
historical tunnel. You go to the first 
historical periods of the church with various 
walls. People surround you in the same 
historical tunnels. It is very complex.”’ 

In facing his duties, he said, ‘‘Asaman I 
have not so much confidence in myself. But 
as aman with faith in God and with the help 
of the people’ he can seek to fulfill his 
duties. 

Patriarch Sabbah said the immigration 
problem that threatens the church in the 
Holy Land is being addressed in dialogue 
with all other Christian churches and other 
religions in Israel. 

Immigration threatens all the churches 
here because the people are leaving, he 
said. 

He estimated that 20 to 30 percent of the 
some 300 annual graduates of the church- 
run, 1,500-student Bethlehem University, 
which he once served as president, leave the 
country in search of jobs and better 
opportunities. 

(The only Catholic university in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank was ordered 
closed by the Israeli military Feb. 1 as a 
reaction to anti-Israeli protests in the 
Bethlehem area.) 

He said one community in the Holy 
Land has only 10,000 to 17,000 Christians, 


‘fA sense of exultation was felt in the 
packed cathedral,’’ the physician said. 
‘“‘The Sisters were treated like 
celebrities.”’ 

The liturgy was attended by 45 co- 
workers of Mother Teresa from parishes 
including St. James, Solana Beach; All 
Hallows and Mary, Star of the Sea, La 
Jolla; and Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon. 

Co-workers support the work of 
Mother Teresa by prayer and various 
missionary activities. 

Figueredo was in the group which met 
the Missionaries of Charity at the Tijuana 
airport. Others welcoming the Sisters 
included Richard and Joan Patton of 
Mary, Star of the Sea parish. Their 
daughter, Sister Juniper, is a novice in 
the Missionaries’ of Charity formation 
program in San Francisco, Figueredo 
said. 

This group drove the Sisters to their 
temporary convent in Colonia Postal in 
the northeastern section of the city. 

The convent is being renovated by an 
architect and family from Mexico, 
Figueredo said. Co-workers supplied 
bedding and household items for the 
Sisters, and Father Thomas Jordan, CM, 
chaplain at Veterans Administration 
Hospital, donated a chalice, vestments 
and candles for the altar, she added. 

The convent is comfortable and 
modern-looking, compared to other 
quarters the Sisters occupy. They live 
very simply, like the poor people they 
serve, she said.

when it had approximately 40,000 in 1967. 

Outside the patriarchate headquarters 
and throughout the streets of the old city it 
appears most people have already 
immigrated, but in reality it is due to the 
closed shops as part of the now 10-week-old 
act of civil disobedience by Arab shop 
owners. ; 

During a pilgrimage of some 22 
Catholics from California to Israel, travel 
was unrestricted and access was available to 
all holy places throughout the country, 
including the West Bank and in such towns 
as Bethlehem and Hebron. Those two 
towns have been the site of several reported 
incidences of violence since the unrest 
began by Palestinan Arabs in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip in early December. 

This group of pilgrims did not see any 
signs of violence during its travels, except 
for the presence of Israeli soldiers in certain 
areas of the West Bank and in Arab section 
of Old Jerusalem. 

As the violence continues into its 11th 
week with Arab protestors throwing rocks 
and bombs at Israeli soldiers, who have 
now killed more than 50 Arabs, and 
proposed peace plans only blowing in the 
wind, the situation still appears bleak. 

Patriarch Sabbah, who was born in 
Nazareth in 1933, has seen the Israeli- 
Palestinian problem evolve.

in troubled Holy Land 


““When you talk to a man,”’ referring to 
himself, ‘‘who has lived here during the 40 
years since 1948 (when the Jewish state was 
established), and has seen it all from the 
beginning, you have little hope of anything 
that might help,”’ he said. 

Since then and particularly since the Six 
Days War in 1967 when Israel took control 
of the West Bank from Jordan and the Gaza 
Strip from Egypt, ‘‘the problem has not 
been resolved. 

“‘So as a man, I have no hope. But as a 
man with belief in God who will manifest 
himself to achieve peace and justice, I can 
have hope,”’ he said. 

In an interview published in the Jan. 10 
issue of Avvenire, an Italian Catholic 
newspaper, the patriarch said the trouble in 
the Israeli-occupied territories stem from 
that fact that Arab residents have no share 
in authority over those territories. 

The short, thin man, exudes through his 
kind face and frequent smile a pastoral 
feeling of warmth and compassion. 

Regarding his own role, Patriarch 
Sabbah said, ‘‘First, I’m a pastor, 
concerned with the religious, spiritual 
duties.’’ 

But since he serves the children of God, 
he is also concerned about their being able 
to live with human dignity and with peace 
and justice, he said. 

Regarding the political situation, 
Patriarch Sabbah said, ‘‘The political men 
have to do that.”’ 

But he said, ‘‘the Holy See is trying its 
best to arrive at a just solution, respecting 
the rights of everyone in the area. But it is 
dealing with men who seem very different. 
Everyone has his own point of view, who 
sees the problem from his own side.”’ 

The Vatican and Israel have not agreed 
on approaches to solve some of the tensions 
and unrest in Jerusalem and in the occupied 
territories. 

The Vatican has long favored an 
international status for Jerusalem as the 
center of Judaism, Moslem and 
Christianity, instead of having the city 
under Israeli rule, much less as the Jewish 
state’s capital. 

And the Vatican also favors autonomy 
rule for Palestinians. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
there was no reason to meet with Pope John 
Paul Il orany other Vatican officials during 


a recent visit to Rome because the Holy See 
has made its positions regarding Israel well 
known. 

In San Diego, Dr. Samford Lakoff, a 
political science professor at University of 
California at San Diego (UCSD), told 
Southern Cross Feb: 8, the Catholic Church 
could become an influential element in 
helping come to a just solution for all 
involved in the situation in Israel. 

“*But the Catholic Church hasn’t 
recognized Israel and thus can’t be a 
mediator,’’ said Lakoff, a member of the 
American Professors for Peace in the 
Middle East, a non-Zionist academic 
group. 

Meanwhile, Patriarch Sabbah continues 
to serve the needs of the people of his 
pastoral area, which encompasses three 
countries, 50 parishes, each with a school, 
and 65,000 Roman Catholics, 85 percent of 
whom are of Arab origin. 

He noted the assistance of The Knights 
and Ladies of the Holy Sepulchre and the 
Catholic Near East Welfare Association. 

“‘The Latin patriarchate through 
scholarships, hospitals and organizations is 
open to and receives all people who need to 
be served,”’’ he said. 

One-third of the 15,000 children enrolled 
in Catholic schools in the patriarchate are 
Moslem, he reported. 

When asked how U.S. Catholics could 
help the people of his pastoral area, he said 
their big problem is the cost of operating 
Catholic schools. ‘‘There is little 
community trust in others to help,’’ he 
said. 

“‘We face the problems of salaries for our 
teachers,’’ who earn the equivalentin U.S. 
money of $300 a month, he said. 

It is the problem of the economic life of 
people that causes the minority Arabs to 
study, he said. But, he said, the added 
problem arises of how to help them obtain a 
good position and good life. 

That’s the reason, as the patriarch 
explained, many Arab Christians who get 
educated are leaving this Holy Land to find 
peace, justice and prosperity elsewhere, 
threatening the existence of a native 
Christian church in the land of its birth.

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Grupos piden extensién 
del plan de legalizacién

ALCALA PARK — Una liga de 
grupos que trabajan para los derechos de 
inmigrantes ha acusado al Servicio de 
Inmigracién y Naturalizacién de no 
propagar suficiente informacidn sobre el 
programa de legalizacién, cuyo fin se 
aproxima. 

La liga quiere que el Congreso 
extienda la fecha de lfmite para registrarse 
en el programa, que es el 4 de mayo. 
También pide contabilidad de los fondos 
gubernamentales designados para 
propagar el programa. 

Mas de $17 millones fueron asignados 
para programas de propoganda por todo 
el pafs, segtin Carol Hallstrom del San 
Diego Immigration Law Coalition. La 
coalicidn esté compuesta de 21 agencias 
filantropicas — incluso la oficina de 
inmigracién de Catholic Community Services 
— que trabajan en ayudar a obtener 
estado legal para extranjeros 
indocumentados bajo la ley de reforma de 
inmigracion de 1986. 

Sin embargo, pocos anuncios sobre este 
acta de inmigracién han sido emitidos a 
traves de las estaciones locales de radio y 
televisi6n, en inglés o en espajfiol, dijo 
Hallstrom. 

Dijo que el 4 de mayo es el limite 
absoluto para personas que quieren 
registrarse bajo la seccién no-agricola del 
acta. Esta seccién permite calificar para 
residencia legal a las personas que han 
vivido continuamente en los Estados 
Unidos desde el 1° de enero de 1982. 


Segtin el Servicio de Inmigracion, unas. 


45,000 personas han solicitado estado 
legal desde mayo ultimo cuando empezo 
el programa. 

Sin embargo, un departamento del 
gobierno del estado pronosticé que 89,000 


estaban elegibles para la legalizacidn, dijo 
Hallstrom. 

La coalicidn atribuye el bajo ntimero de 
registrantes a la falta de una campana de 
informacion publica, dijo Hallstrom. 

Gwen Plank, directora de la oficina de 
inmigracién de CCS, notd que muchas 
personas no se registraron porque antes 
habia mucha informacién incorecta sobre 
el programa. 

‘‘Personas que reciben asistencia 
publica no son ineligibles necesariamente. 
... Si ha salido del pafs, todavia puede 
calificar,’’ dijo Plank, citando algunas 
equivocaciones comunes. 

Plank dijo que grupos que trabajan 
para los derechos de inmigrantes quieren 
que el Congreso ratifique una ley que 
extenderfa por un afio el Ifmite de 
registracién. ‘‘Estamos pidiendo esto 
porque la fecha de empezar fue tan tarde 
y han ocurrido muchos cambios.”’ 

Hallstrom dijo que la coalicién ha 
ofrecido trabajar con el Servicio de 
Inmigracién en desarollar un plan de 
propoganda. 

Quedan menos de tres meses para 
registrarse, dijo Plank, y grupos que 
trabajan con inmigrantes estén animando 
a los extranjeros indocumentados a 
solicitar la legalizacién. 

Dijo que oficinas de legalizacién de 
CCS han registrado unas 1,000 personas 
cada mes durante los tltimos nueve 
meses. Afiadid que OCS anticipd 
registrar unos 15,000 en total. : 

La oficina de inmigracidn de CCS y el 
Servicio de Inmigracién se juntaran para 
registrar y procesar personas 
indocumentadas para el programa de 
legalizacién en dos sitios en el Condado 
del Norte este mes, dijo Plank.
